Beethoven: Coriolan Overture, Op. 62. Vienna 
Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by Wilhelm 
Furtwängler. 12" import G-DB6625, $2.62. 


Where Beethoven can be said to have worked 
towards essences—his sketchbooks significantly 
contain several written reminders: "Simplifyl"— 
Furtwângler's readings invariably suggest extension 
and expansion. In short, this is not Beethoven's 
Beethoven, but Furtwangler's. It's a novel, different 
view of a familiar overture, one made, however, 
the more interesting by orchestral playing par ex- 
cellence and superb recording. 


Beethoven: Thirty-Three Variations on a Waltz by 
Diabelli, Op. 120. Leonard Shure (piano). Seven 
12" records in automatic set VOX-636, $9.75. 

Anton Diabelli's request for one variation on a 

waltz theme of his own composition from each of 

some fifty musicians produced, we are told, a 

powerful reaction on Beethoven. He certainly must 

have resented being asked to contribute a snippet 
to a set of variations which could have no larger 
unity as a work of art. Yet his anger gave way to 
curiosity the more he examined Diabelli's theme. 
It is an amazingly rugged one, eminently suited for 
variation treatment, and Beethoven's inventiveness 
worked full time despite himself. After a consid- 
erable period of silence—a Beethovenian sign that 
great things were in the offing—Diabelli received 
not one, but these thirty-three variations. He 
shrewdly proceeded to publish them separately as 

the composer's Opus 120. 

This, however, is the background of the Diabelli 

Variations in only superficial terms. Placed his- 

torically against the already fully developed char- 


acter piece, a genre popularized by Chopin's pre- 
cursor John Field, Beethoven's Opus 120 consti- 
tutes together with the last sonatas and the Opus 
126 Bagatelles, the last crowning peak of classic- 
ism in piano music. Representing Beethoven grown 
to his fullest stature, it contains a final summa- 
tion of the 18th century musical world delivered 
in the Romantic 19th, a truly posthumous musical 
testament which Diabelli, to his credit, could only 
compare with the "Goldberg" Variations of Johann 
Sebastian Bach. 

Having been compelled to hold over this re- 
view from the November "Record Supplement," 
| find that the interval of time has but augmented 
my initial enthusiasm for Leonard Shure's perform- 
ance and added conviction to boot. The first do- 
mestic recording, it compares most favorably with 
Artur Schnabel's reading [Society Set XIII) and 
| will try to summarize briefly its advantages. For 
one thing, it was startling to find that in sheer 
technical proficiency, Mr. Shure comes out on top. 
Passages that are muffled and inarticulate in the 
Schnabel performance ring with clarity and finish 
of detail. And digital dexterity is backed by solid 
musical perception. Shure's playing is without 
Schnabel's sentimental core; it is lean and mas- 
culine, and for this very reason, digs deeper into 
the score. |t has not the Schnabelian individuality 
in matters of tempo, but holds a steady pace that 
works wonders in the fugal section and similarly 
in binding the separate variations into this incom- 
parable whole. Even the recording quality is ex- 
emplary in combining the steely brilliance of a 
modern piano with its warmer colors. Here cer- 
tainly is the most notable Beethoven album of the 
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last few years. You will find it not an album 
to be played for a few weeks and then put aside, 
but one of those rare, inexhaustable, wells of pro- 
fundity that become the companion of a lifetime. 


Beethoven: Quartet No. 16 in F major, Op. 135. 
Paganini String Quartet, Three 12" records in 
album set VM-1253, $5.75; VDM-1253, $4.75. 


The Paganini Quartet breezes through the last of 
Beethoven's great "Sixteen" with the ease and 
fluency of a foursome that has played the work in 
concert endless numbers of times. They don't 
thereby shortcircuit any greatness, but one is 
all the more easily fooled into thinking that there's 
less of it, The first movement is taken faster than 
l've heard it before, and oddly enough the Scher- 
zo is almost slov by comparison. But many views 
are legitimate. All in all | would prefer the Buda- 
pest Quartet version (CMM-489), now the "stand- 
ard" by which others are judged. Their tempi 
have the kind of logic which, in extending beyond 
an individual movement, integrates the bw units 
into a larger one. Their phrasing and dynamics, 
notable for fidelity to the composer's intentions, 
have that neat precision applied simultaneously to 
each tiny detail and to their inter-relationship. 
And such qualities more effectively convey the 
profundities buried in a work of beguiling gaiety 
and simplicity. But preference for the Budapest 
Quartet recording can be based only on the 
efforts of the four musicians involved, not on those 
of the recording engineers who over-amplified 
the highs, added large hall resonance, and thereby 
produced wiry string tone and a not very intimate 
overall body of sound. Hence, if you insist upon 
a high standard of recording, the Paganini version, 
as beautiful a reproduction of the string quartet as 
it is possible for sound engineering to provide to- 
day, must be your choice. If performance is 
your "sine qua non," then the deficiencies of a 
rather poor specimen of Columbia's recording will 
be tolerated without complaint, But have one of 
the two you must—that is unless you can afford 
to miss the most mature, concentrated, terse 
thoughts of one of the greatest musical minds 
of all time. 


Beethoven: Sonatas Nos. | in D major, and 2 in A 
major, Op. 12. Jascha Heifetz (violin) and 
Emanuel Bay (piano). Four 12" records in al- 
bum set VM-1254, $7.00; VDM-1254, $6.00. 


If the playing here is markedly individual, indeed 
even capricious in its interpretation of Beethoven's 
musical markings, it does not differ from what 
all who know the. Heifetz style would expect: 
slick tonal opulence with emphasis on sound rather 
than structure. Certainly, it takes precedence over 
the violinist's recent stunt in recording both parts 
of the Bach D minor double concerto. It is, in 
addition, one of those rare occasions in the last 
few years when Heifetz has seen fit to place on 
discs music of great stature. Presented in a re- 
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cording of great tonal beauty, these two sonatas 
are graced by the efforts of a pianist who, to 
speak quite frankly, outshines his more renowned 
partner. And all of this lucid keyboard detail may 
be perceived thanks to the engineers who com- 
mendably recorded the music as sonatas for vio- 
lin and piano, not for violin with piano accom- 
paniment. lt might be noted, as a matter of fact, 
that Beethoven's own title was: “Sonatas for clave- 
cin or pianoforte with the accompaniment of the 
violin.” To put it frankly, if this performance favors 
the executors rather than the composer, it is still 
the only domestic version available of either 
sparkling work, and, excepting the society sets, the 
second of the two is not duplicated in the im- 
ported lists. 


Berlioz 


Berlioz: Grande Messe des morts, Op. 5 (Requiem 
Mass). Georges Jouatte (tenor), the Emile Pas- 
sani Choir and orchestra conducted by Jean 
Fournet. Eleven 12" records in set CMM-769; 
price complete with album and program book- 
let $15.50. ; 


What has been discussed ad infinitum in scholarly 
tomes and popular music histories alike finally 
comes alive in a splendid recorded publication. 
And it is to the credit of French Columbia & the 
gifted artists concerned that the transformation 
from the dead to the living is made on Berlioz's 
own terms. The ‘hall used for the recording is St. 
Eustache, the very church against whose propor- 
tions Berlioz scaled his mammoth score: the forces 
employed are the composer's own, from the huge 
number of performers enlisted down to the last 
tiny detail; and the reading projected by these 
artists set in the French tradition has been cut 
into the grooves with the greatest of skill. While 


manifestly impossible to reproduce all that was: 


sounded in St. Eustache, the recording does suc- 
cessfully recreate the difficult illusion of power, 
spaciousness, and the dispersal of singers and in- 
strumentalist called for by Berlioz. 


But what manner of church music is a "Grande 
Messe des Moris" wherein the sacred text is so 
independently manipulated, wherein ferocious 
power not Christian humility is the dominant tone, 
wherein all this wildly heaven-storming sound al- 
ternates with uttet sentimentality? To all such 
contradictions there can be no one-sentence an- 
swer. This is Berlioz, the arch French Romanticist 
in quintessence, and his strangely unhuman art 
lies rooted in the whole Romantic aesthetic. Here 
at least we can dispel the legend of the Re- 
quiem's difficulty. It is direct, simple, sometimes 
even obvious; it mourns the dead less than it 
celebrates them; it demands not prays to its God. 
Really not church music at ail, it yet insists on 
identity with the All-Powerful, and this determina- 
tion is asserted with a barbaric force that ! find 
unmatched to this day. j 
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Buxtehude: Aperite mihi portas justitiae (Open to 
me the Gates of Justice). Elsa Sigfuss (alto), 
Aksel Schiøtz (tenor), Holger Hergaard (bari- 
tone) (in Latin), Elsa Marie Brunn & Julius Kop- 
pel (violins), A. Svendsen (‘cello) and Mogens 
iran (harpsichord).

In columns crowded to a degree that most often 
preclude reviews of single discs, we cannot but 
make an exception to welcome to the domestic 
lists a record, whose surpassing beauty has been a 
great pride to "The Gramophone Shop" ever since 
its arrival here as an import. If you have been un- 
able to penetrate into that mysterious and for- 
bidding musical territory mis-named "Pre-Bach", 
do not miss this opportunity to become acquainted 
with a composer who doesn't need to justify his 
existence by a contribution to the Bachian tradi- 
tion. In this superb performance and recording, 
the greatness of Dietrich Buxtehude (1637-1707) 
is revealed in a moment. You will be amazed at 
the immediacy and limitlessness of this work, 
and even one hearing of it cannot fail to enrich 
your musical world. 


Chopin: Concerto No. 2 in F minor for Piano and 
Orchestra, Op. 21. Witold Malcuzynski (piano) 
and the Philharmonia Orchestra conducted by 
Paul Kletski. Four 12" records in album set 
CMM-776, $6.00. 


What Chopin wrote on paper often has little 
connection with the sounds one generally hears 
coming from the keyboard for it seems to be 
meekly accepted that pianists have the right to 
tear a passion to tatters. This is in part under- 
standable since the essence of Chopin's art is that 
it serves the composer's self-expression less than 
that of the performer. Nevertheless, it is truly re- 
markable how much greater is the stature of 
Chopin's music when interpretation does not be- 
come license. This beautiful recording must be 
highly recommended for giving the most sturdy, 
forthright statement of this concerto I've ever 
heard. It comes as a worthy follow-up to the same 
pianist's reading of Liszt's first concerto reviewed 
in these columns last month. 


Haydn: Symphony No. 94 in G major ("Sur 
prise"). Liverpool Philharmonic Orchestra con- 
ducted by Sir Malcolm Sargent. Three 12" rec- 
ords in album set CMM-781, $4.75. 


|t is not a great compliment to the American 
school system that the bulk of the music an 
American youngster is exposed to in its class- 
rooms does not enrich his later life. This condi- 
tion is in good measure attributable to the sugar- 
coated, bitter-pill method of "serious" music in- 
struction and to the lack of aesthetic foundation 
for this instruction; to the imposition, for ex- 
ample, of silly lyrics upon music that is of its es- 
sence abstract, to the inane fictions told about 
composers and the circumstances surrounding their 
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works. One surpassingly great work too often la- 
beled as "kid's stuff" is the "Surprise," a symphony 
whose riches we only begin to suspect when the 
"surprises"—those engaging alternations of loud 
and soft, the "grand pauses," the catchy melodic 
shifts, the arresting scoring—are discovered to 
be not its whole, but merely one point of de- 
parture for insight and enjoyment. 


Here we are presented with a reading of the 
"Surprise" Symphony reaffirming its musical vitality 
and fully worthy of the noble music discoursed, 
In a flawless recording, as luminous in detail as it 
is warm and spacious in ensemble sound, every 
musical element is in its proper place, and the 
parts combine to make a mighty impressive, rarely 
heard whole. | was especially pleased by the tempo 
taken in the famed "Surprise" or second move- 
ment; properly paced several notches faster than 
any other recorded version, Haydn's "andante" 
does not become the usual "Adagio ponderoso." 
Nor is any portion of the symphony pulled out of 
shape by pointing up the "surprises" for the 
benefit of the musically obtuse. In catering neither 
to an unfortunate subtitle, nor to musical imma- 
turity, Sir Malcolm Sargent has offered music lov- 
ers an experience eminently suited to young peo- 
ple becoming aware of musical greatness, and fully 
worthy of the attentive listening of their elders. 
It is altogether a rare recording and | hope that 
it will be accorded the enthusiastic reception it 
certainly deserves. 


Holmboe: Quintet for Wind Instruments (1932)— 
Tranquillo; Scherzando; Improvisatione; Con 
Moto. Johan Bentzon (flute), Waldemar Wol- 
sing (oboe), Allin Erichsen (clarinet), Ingbert 
Mikkelsen (horn), Kjell Roikjer :(bassoon). Two 
10" imports G-DA5258/9, $4.00. 


Vagn Holmboe (born 1909) is one of the many 
Danish contemporary composers who are attempt- 
ing a fusion of the lyrical tradition of their coun- 
try with the dissonant musical fabric of central 
European origin. If the road these composers are 
taking seems a strangely eclectic one, it is cer- 
tainly intriguing in musical results which alternate 
from sweet nostalgia to sprightly gaiety. Of the 
performance one can have only high praise. Such 
opulent wind playing as this is indeed a rare 
experience and it is presented in full bodied re- 
corded sound.

Thanks to the unique power of the phonograph, 
Nicolas Medtner will reach through these records 
an audience far beyond the hopes of other com- 
posers of similar stature. And Medtner's thanks are 
due to The Maharajah of Mysore for sponsoring 
this society series. The composer hes a truly cos- 
mopolitan background. Born in Moscow (1880) of 
German parentage, he toured Europe & America 
for many years as a pianist and finally settled in 
England. Musically he is perhaps closest to Rach- 
maninoff in their joint extension of a style essen- 
tially romantic in character but spiced with mod- 
ernity. But this parallel has limits. Medtner covers 
his rhapsodic passion with curious pains—a de- 
vice that takes its toll in musical appeal. His 
first movement of the Opus 50 concerto is an 
exception; it is a powerful romantic utterance, 
but the fabric of sound becomes diffuse later 
end vitality slackens somewhat towards the end 
of the work. Medtner is most successful in the 
piano pieces. There, unencumbered by orchestra, 
the dimensions of the character piece neatly fit 
his musical thought, and he achieves effects with- 
out the straining one experiences in the larger 
works. But whatever our first impressions of this 
music, it is an encouraging sign to find so sub- 
stantial and well-rounded a representation of a 
little-known composer placed on discs. And 
through these authentic performances and the 
handsome recording, you have an excellent op- 
portunity to explore a little known corner of our 
contemporary musical life. 


Messager: Les deux Pigeons—Ballet Suite. Royal 
Opera House Orchestra of Covent Garden con- 
ducted by Hugo Rignold. Two 12" imports G- 
C3778/9, $4.00. 


Entrée des Tziganes; Scéne et Pas des Deux 
Pigeons; Théme et trois Variations; Divertis- 
sement; Danse Hongroise; Finale. 


Rousing music of "opéra-comique" flavor zest- 
fully performed and lavishly recorded. 


Mozart 


Mozart: Concerto No. 3 in G major, K. 216. Jac- 
ques Thibaud (violin) and the Lamoureux Or- 
chestra conducted by Paul Paray. Three 12" rec- 
ords in automatic album set VOX-642, $4.75. 


This is a performance that stresses outspoken pas- 
sion in lieu of finesse, and to be quite blunt, it is 
not without some violinistic flaws. One would not 
expect them from so able an artist, one who pro- 
vided so many memorable experiences during the 
last musical season. | would prefer the Menuhin 
performance of this concerto (VDM-485), with- 
out denying the frequent moments of beauty 
that Thibaud brings to a work recorded here with 
great clarity and brilliance. The orchestral support 
by Mr. Paray is worthy of special mention. 
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Mozart: Divertimento (Septet) in D major, K. 251. 
Alexander Schneider and Eddie Bachmann (vio- 
lins), Bernard Milofsky (viola), Bernard Green- 
house ('cello), Mitchell Miller (oboe), Arthur 
Holmes, Jr. and Ralph Brown (horns). Three 
12" records in automatic album set MER-DM4, 
$5.25. 


The Polydor version by von Benda having been 
buried in Germany's Soviet zone, this is a most 
welcome domestic "first." It combines rare enter- 
prise on the part of Mercury with sturdy, if not 
distinguished, musicianship on the part of the per- 
formers. Unfortunately these: qualities are not en- 
hanced by the tonal characteristics of the record- 
ing, which will produce more and more unbalanced 
sound the better the reproducing equipment. Yet 
it is remarkable how well it comes off on modest 
phonographs. Recommended, but only to non- 
high-fidelity addicts. 


Mussorgsky: Pictures at an Exhibition. Vladimir 
Horowitz (piano). Four 12" records in album 
set VM-1249, $7.00; VDM-1249, $6.00. 


So many have expanded Mussorgsky's piano score 
into bold orchestral form that it was inevitable for 
a "piano edition" to appear sooner or later. This 
was the task Mr. Horowitz assumed. He has ex- 
tended the original piano score by octave cou- 
pling, by enriching the middle range sonorities, 
and expanding the already engrossing pianistic 
figuretion. Of course this is an edition made for 
one man, Vladimir Horowitz; the rest of us find 
Mussorgsky's musical voyage in an art gallery dif- 
ficult enough to play as written. But while there 
are & great many additional notes to play, the 
transcription does not produce an essential altera- 
tion in Mussorgsky's score. The recording is bril- 
liant, the playing likewise. If there is more poetry 
in Alexander Brailowsky's version (VDM-861), Hor- 
owitz certainly offers playing that rings with fire 
and assurance. 


Rachmaninoff: Four Songs—ln the Silent Night, 
Op. 4, No. 3; O, Cease thy singing, maiden 
fair, Op. 4, No. 4; The Cherry Tree; To the 
Children (1905). James Melton (tenor), Oscar 
Shumsky (violin obligato) and Carroll Hollister 
(piano). Two 12" records in album set VMO- 
1251, $3.50. 


Melton has neither the sense of style nor the 
quality of voice suitable to these songs, but his 
well-recorded offering will nevertheless be wel- 
comed by hosts of his admirers. 


Rimsky-Korsakov: Sadko, a symphonic poem (3 
sides); Le Coq d'or—Introduction (1 side). San 
Francisco Symphony Orchestra conducted by 
Pierre Monteux. Two 12" records in, album set 
VM-1252, $4.50; VDM-1252, $3.50. 


A brilliantly scored tone poem which caught Rim- 
sky's fancy so forcefully that he returned some 
years later to this tale and the engaging melodies 
used here for an opera of the same name. Well 
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played by an orchestra that Pierre Monteux in- 
variably makes sound better than it really is, this 
is a welcome and spaciously sounding "first re- 
cording." 


Rimsky-Korsakov: Scheherazade, a symphonic suite, 
Op. 35. Philadelphia Orchestra conducted by 
Eugene Ormandy. Five 12" records in album 
set CMM-772, $7.25. 


Last month in recommending a recorded fairy tale 
using this music as background and called "Sin- 
bad the Sailor’ (CMM-767), it was suggested 
that the complete musical version of this appeal- 
ing . work be obtained as well. Accordingly 
Pierre Monteux's recording (VM-920) was justly 
praised above all others. The new version by Eu- 
gene Ormandy, seemingly issued only to em- 
barrass this reporter, requires that my recommenda- 
tion be revised in accordance with the new cir- 
cumstances, The San Francisco ensemble is no 
match for the Philadelphian one, and never, on 
records or in a concert hall has a more glowing 
orchestral performance of this work been heard. 
The engineers outdid themselves in capturing these 
sounds on magnificently quiet discs. 


Schumann: Die Kartenlegerin (The Fortune Teller) 
Op. 31, No. 2; Hugo Wolf: Nur wer die Sehn- 
sucht kennt (None but tha Lonely Heart). 
Elisabeth Hângen (contralto, in German) and 
Hans Zipper (piano). 10" record C-17558, $1.00. 


Where Lotte Lehmann acts out Schumann's "For- 
tune Teller," Elisabeth Héngen sings it and with 
glorious vocal equipment and the sense of style 
to match. The Hugo Wolf song is a touching 
addition to the repertoire of nostalgic lieder. 


Richard Strauss 


Strauss: Elektra—final scene. Distinguished Solo- 
ists, Royal Philharmonic Chorus and Orchestra 
conducted by Sir Thomas Beecham.

Two additions in one month to the Richard 
Strauss discography are unequivocal evidence of 
the grip of this composer's music on the con- 
temporary scene. Neither contains ingratiating mu- 
sic. "Elektra" is notable in its immediately ob- 
vious Wagnerian derivation, while "Metamor- 
phosen" conceals its origin in a gloomy passion. 
But both works express the Wagnerian attitude, 
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and the more desperately so since the first Rich- 
ard was the greater genius, the second (Strauss) 
its anticlimactic musical voice. What is common 
to both men is the surrender of man's power to 
fashion even his own admittedly tiny world; there 
is not even the positive, though external will to 
power of Romantic flavor in the sounds one fol- 
lows here. The musical thread is determined by 
unleashed daemonic forces that sweep away both 
man's reason and his spiritual will. Here then one 
will find "Gătterdâmmerung," the twilight of hu- 
man existence in sound once again. 


To dwell on aesthetic matters, however, is to for- 
get the sheer musical achievement of bringing 
these remarkable works into the recorded reper- 
toire. Achievement it certainly is, and a credit 
to the many talents employed, for both works 
fairly bristle with difficulties. "Elektra" makes un- 
heard of demands upon the human voice. It is not 
music upon which one can reckon a singer's talents 
unless our sole criterion, be wildly untamed pas- 
sion. Yet even here the high level of vocal re- 
sourcefulness is remarkable. And the union of all 
this with orchestral forces of fantastic complexity 
is a tribute to Sir Thomas Beecham's conductorial 
command. If "Metamorphosen" is less spectacular 
in the musical means employed, the necessity of 
ending with the same net aesthetic result makes 
Herbert von Karajan's task even more difficult. 
This he accomplishes to perfection, and with a 
patient devotion to detail and whole alike. But 
it requires courage to confront our modern world 
in such music. lt speaks in accents that fortell 
man's descent into the animal kingdom. 


Stravinsky: Concerto in D major for String Or 
chestra. Hallé Orchestra conducted by John 
Barbirolli. Two 12" imports G-C3733/4, $4.00. 


Here is the first recording of a work in which 
extended passages go by without suggesting the 
constants of Stravinsky's accustomed style. Lack- 
ing is that characteristic rhythmic drive of such 
fascinating complexity. Indeed it is rather light 
pleasing music in which the composer is not afraid 
of being gay, charming, and disarmingly simple. 
Strike up a mark for Mr. Barbirolli, his orchestra, 
end the recording engineers for an all around 
first-rate job.

In short, here is a miniature ‘cello con- 
certo of frank charm and easy gaiety. | find the 
solo performance a little on the sweet side, but 
this is compensated for by proficient orchestral 
playing and vibrant acoustical reproduction.

Written in 1842 and 1843 respectively, these two 
operas antedate Verdi's great dramas, but it 
should be remembered that it was with "Nabucco" 
that his upward path began. Detached from con- 
text, the choruses appear lyrical rather than dra- 
matic, but the apparent lyricism is of a high 
order. If not ideal performances, they are cer- 
tainly the best available on records today, and 
the recording is mighty powerful.

The same frankness 
compels this reviewer to report that the present 
orchestral version of the closing portion of Wag- 
ner's second installment to the "Ring des Nibe- 
lungen" has never before been captured on rec- 
ords so compellingly. And we hear Stokowski's 
tonal magic all the more eloquently via mechanica 
reproduction that represents a triumph of en- 
gineering.

His is a voice eminently suited to recorded pre- 
sentation, which, incidentally, is effected here with- 
cut amplifying vocal power at the expense of or- 
chestral accompaniment. If the natural voice is 
not of huge proportions, it is always neatly fo- 
cused, of marked stylistic purity, & consistently 
firm at those crucial high notes. Moreover, in 
precision of intonation and neatness of phrasing, 
Mr. Peerce sets a mark many an Italian native 
might well envy. And to top it off, | find the 
vocal excellence of a singer, recently dubbed Tos- 
canini's "favorite tenor" fully matched by artistry, 
at one moving and expressive.

High Fidelity 


Standard Calibrated Test Frequencies. Three 12" 
imported records plus 10" stroboscopic discs in 
album set LON-LA32, $15.00. 


A long needed set of records tailormade for the 
high-fidelity fans, its high cost is justified by the 
careful engineering that went into these test rec- 
ords. The first of them contains a gliding tone 
from 14,000 to 10 cycles per second recorded ac- 
cording to the standard "London" and English 
"Decca" characteristic. Likewise the second disc 
with the difference that it was recorded at con- 
stant level down to 400 cycles from which point 
there is a falling characteristic to 33 decibles at 
10 cycles. The third extends from 14,000 to 30 
cycles and is a series of constant frequencies. 
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Here the level is zero decibles down to 400 cycles 
and —16.5 at 30 cycles. All of the discs have 
been recorded with breaks at each 1,000 cycles in 
the upper levels, and at smaller intervals on the 
bass end. Complete technical data is provided 
for each disc. The collection offers the most re- 
cent test records and the best.
